There are a thousand things that 


threaten tho well being and even the 
life of every tree and shrnb and lowly 
herb. Too innch heat or too little "works 
great harm to plants. Then there are 
all manner of wasting diseases caused 
by other tiny plants called fnngi and 
bacteria. Many large animals, as horses 
and cows and sheep, live by grazing the 
herbage and grass or browsing the foli- 
age of trees and shrubs. Of course they 
greatly iujnro the plants they feed upon 
aud therefore many plants are iu one 
way or another protected against snob 
attacks. 


Did you over stop to think why this- 


tles are so well armed with sharp prick- 
les or why tho ugJy roadside nettles are 
furnished with stinging hairs? Notice 
cattle grazing iu a field where thistles 
or nettles grow. See how careful they 
are to let those disagreeable plants 
alone. That is the reason for the stings 
and the spines, See this, honey locust 
tree bristling with its horrid array of 
thrco pointed thorns. V7hat animal is 
bravo enough to try to rob it of its 
leaves or great pods? Hawthorns, too, 
and rosebushes and blackberry briers 
all havo their sharp little sworda aud 
daggers to defend themselves against 
browsing animals. 


Out on the wide, hot deserts of Ari- 


zona and New Mexico those odd plants, 
the cactuses, grow in great numbers. 
Some of them take strange shapes—tall, 
fluted columns, branching candelabra or 
mere round balls, like the melon cacdns. 
They are almost the only plants that grow 
in some parts of that country, and there is 
always plenty of sap inside their tough 
skins. To the hungry and thirsty crea- 
tures that roam those dreary wastes in 
sear-\h of food and water they are very 
tempting. Were they not in some way 
protected these cactuses would soon be 
entirely destroyed, but nature has made 
them to be like strong forts or great 
armovccT battleships among plants. They 
are guarded by all sorts of sharp spines 
and prickles aud fine hairs that bum 
when they get into,the flesh.
